In a radio 
address originally advertised to 
put forth the College of Sequoias 
case in its proposed annexation 
of the Lindsay unified school dis- 
trict, Mr. Crookshanks stated that 
he believed that opposition to the 
move was forthcoming from Por- 
terville because of the desire of 
the Porterville Junior college dis- 
trict to annex Lindsay, thus justi- 
fying Sequoia’s attempt to grab 
the Lindsay district before Porter- 
ville does. 


When asked to comment on the

irrigate it as in the San Joaquin 
valley, and that some fields have 
been under cultivation for 30 
years without fertilization. 

Cost of operation is considerably 
cheaper, picking running $1 per 
100, while stowers preduce about 
a bale to the acre. Most of the 
cotton is sold on the Oriental 
market for a price somewhat low- 
er than that received by local 
growers. 

The few roads that exist in the 
farming area are bad, says Mr. 
Sampson, consequently “spotting”’ 
of fields prior to dusting was done 
from a light plane. Since consider- 
able acreage lies in hills, it was 
often necessary to fly above nar- 
row strips through virtual can- 
yons and to follow contours in 
order to get the dusting job done. 

One hazard of San Joaquin val- 
ley duster pilots—power lines— 
did not exist south of the border 
and ground crews were on hand 
to mark the fields to be dusted. 

While in Lower California, Mr. 
Sampson’s company ‘was opera- 
ting under a lease arrangement 
with Aerofumigadora Garcia, the 
organization that has the bless- 
ing of the Mexican government as 
far as dusting operations in the 
Mexicali area are concerned.

high school district.” 

Mr. Basterbrook added that he 
believed that Porterville college 
could serve the local district 
because: ‘‘Porterville college can 
give an adequate well rounded 
education, proven by statements 
from the University of California | 
which show that the local col- 
lege’e rating is scholastically 
sound, as compared to any junior 
college n the state.” 

Mr. Easterbrook pointed out 
that Porterville College is ex- 
panding, and cited three definite 
steps taken in the last three 
months to give punch to the ex- 
pansion program. 

“First”, he said, ‘Porterville 
passed a bond issue to insure the 
establishment of a two year col- 
lege on a separate campus. Sec- 
ond, there will be a more complete 
separation of high school and col- 
lege facilities.” 


As a third point, Mr. Easter- 
brook revealéd that even this fall, 
the first step toward ultimate 
severance of high school and col- 
lege’ facilities will be taken by 
the college’s utilizing Howland 
Hall as an annex, thereby permit- 
ting practically all junior col- 
lege classes to be confined to the 
present college building, Howland 
Hall and the new college shop. 

The Crookshanks radio address, 
during which he made the indica- 
ted that Porterville was going to 
annex Lindsay, was largely de-

Last Thursday, Mr. Easterbrook 
was invited to speak before the 
Lindsay Kiwanis club to tell what 
Porterville college had to offer 
the Lindsay junior college student. 
He has not been invited to speak 
at the Lindsay parent teacher as- 
sociation.

Our packing houses were 
full of fruit; buyers were scream- 
ing for fruit but we could not 
sell because the law forbid it. 
The buyers went to Florida and 
Texas; our fruit rotted in the 
packing houses. Then 25 per cent 
of our fruit froze on the trees. 

The latest example is the South- 
ern Calif. valencia crop now. be- 
ing harvested. Before one third 
of the South’s fruit was picked 
the prorate board under pressure 
from the independent handlers 
voted to open prorate to unlimit- 
ed shipments. This was at a time 
when the price of oranges was 
falling rapidly, a time when surely 
a limited prorate would be the 
most effective. But something 
went wrong. After a few weeks of 
unlimited shipments, prices began 
to come up. The prorate board got 
scared because open prorate was 
working just opposite to their 
preachings. They put oranges back 
on limited shipments, their only 
excuse being since prices were on 
the up trend, then all shippers 
would immediately start shipping 
as fast as they could, thus caus- 
ing an over-supply and price 
break. Of course credit for the 
better prices was not given to open 
prorate. 


Has prorate attained for the 
growers prices at parity level? 
No. Returns to the grower have 
never reached parity. The closest 
was a short period during the war 
when average prices were a few 
cents below parity. Last Navel 
season in this valley the average 
return to the grower was 74c per 
box on the tree, or 26c less than 
what it cost him to raise a box 
of oranges. The current valencia 
season in the south is being de- 
scribed as one of the most chaotic 
in red ink returns. 


Navel growers; You know 
and have felt the disastrous ef- 
fects of the prorate. In just two 
months you will be getting ready 
to pick your fruit, good quality 
but another small crop. Are you 
going to permit a second fiasco 
like tha# of last year? Are you 
going to permit yourself to be 
| Sonbretied out of business? 


What are you going to do about 
even more regulations that are 
planned for you in about six 
months, namely size and grade 
regulations? Remember all of 
these controls do not provide for 
guaranteed prices that return you 
a profit. Of course they say it 
might help prices. But you know 
that it has not and never will. 
Only you, the grower can help. 
Demand to be informed. Demand 
to regain control of your business. 
Demand for some price guaran- 
tee as a prerequisite for regula- 
tion.

Doves took a pounding over the 
three day holiday opening but ap- 
parently the bird population was 
such that there were no tell-tail 
effects. Only in a few areas had 
doves moved to any extent and 
less than a legal limit of ten birds 
was the exception reported by 
lunters. The adason continues 
until the end of the month. 

Wardens said there were no ex- 
cessive violations although one 
hunter was apprehended in Kern 
County with not only doves in 
posession but quail and chukar 
Ppartridges as well. A few young- 
sters were scolded for “plinking’’ 
doves off wires with .22 rifles and 
were informed rifles were illegal 
as migratory bird firearms. 


Next bird season to open will 
be for the bandtailed pigeon on 
September 16, then ducks and 
geese on October 20 followed by 


quail and pheasants on November 
18. 


The early pigeon season means 
little to San Joaquin Valley nim- 
rods but should provide some 
hunting in the north. Local sports- 
men enjoy their fast flying band- 
tail shooting during the second 
stretch of the season which opens 
December 17. However, last year 
a few early season pigeons were 
taken in the Kings Canyon area. 

Duck hunters are mad and feel 
they have been sold down the ri- 
ver by their Uncle Sammy when 
the old gray beard fixed the bag 
and possession limit at six ducks. 
With the exception of quite a 
few southern California hunters, 
organized sportsmen have been 
seeking for several years a posses- 
sion limit that would not exceed 
the daily bag limit and they fin- 
ally got it. . . in the neck. They 
thought the bird population would 
warrant a bag limit of ten ducks 
but would have settled for eight 
or even seven. 

The four extra days added to 
last year’s split season means noth- 
ing to the club hunters as they 
are non shooting days. So what 
is the net result. . . a reduction 
in the total ducks legally allow- 
able of 76 during the season, and 
this with a flight population es- 
timated to be equal to last year. 
Ducks were the only game, in 
cluding fish, where two limits in 
possession were allowable result- 
ing in widespread. game law viola- 
tions.

Hay Fever Heyday 


Are you sneezin’ this season?

More than 95 per cent of those 
responding said, ‘‘yes’’. 

This year, for the first time, the 
anti-histamines are available with- 
out prescription. We find the lit- 
tle tablets as generally available 
and inexpensive as aspirin, even 
*though we take several a day.

by Ivanhoe Rancher Courtney Mc- 
Cracken,. who, together with the 
state of California, represented by 
attorney general Fred M. Howeer, 
filed a five point objection to the 
validation of the contract. 


As the first point of issue, the 
state and McCracken contend that 
the contract involves unconstitu- 
tional delegation of the legisla- 
tive powere of California to the 
national law-making body, the 
secretary of the interior, and the 
irrigation district.. 

Secondly, they charge that the 
reclamation bureau laws do not 
apply to the central valley project. 
As their third point, the demur- 
rers state that: ‘“‘The contract un- 
constitutionally deprives owners 
of excess land without due pro- 
cess of law.” . 

The fourth point at issue in- 
dicated is: “The irrigation feder- 
al cooperative law revokes con- 
stitional rule requiring uniform 
operation of general rules and 
prohibits special laws when gener- 
al laws.may apply.” 

As a fifth point, the demurrers 
contend that the proposed con- 
tract is not authorized by feder- 
al law. The suit for validation of 
the contract was originally filed 
in the Tulare County Superior 
Court last October, and is expected 
to be closely watched by repre- 
sentatives from irrigation dis- 
tricts throughout California. 

The Ivanhoe Irrigation Distriet 
will be represented by attorney 
James McBride of Lindsay. Ben- 
jamine C. Jones, Lake County 
superior judge has desigmated to 
hear the case.

Its. successful removal speaks 
volumes for the ability of our lo- 
eal physicians, and still more so 
that the patient is rapidly re- 
covering.

There is no reason why 
the culture of citrus fruits should 
not be made a paying investment 
in this section, as the adaptability 
of the soil and climate has been 
thoroughly tested. This fall will 
see a large acreage set out and the 
work will have been commenced 
in earnest.

1. A brand inspection certificate 
if cattle are being transported 
from a. public or private sales 
yard; b. from the state of Cali- 
fornia; c. when a sal¢ is made in 
the country and cattle are being 
transported to a point other than 
a sales yard or slaughterhouse; 
4. transporting from one zone in- 
to another zone when no sale is 
involved; e. transporting from 
any point of origin area; 


2. A bill of sale when cattle are 
transported by common carrier 
or producer of cattle if purchased 
in the country, provided they have 
been released as provided in 1 
above; ' 


3. A certificate of consignment 
when cattle are transported to a 
public sale or consigned to a 
slaughterer if not out of a point 
of origin area; 


4. A certificate of ownership 
when cattle are transported from 
feed to feed or pasture to pasture 
within a zone where no sale is 
involved. .

handicapped the market of lower 
grades. Unfortunately, California 
has substantial quantities of fruit 


‘this. season which was lowered 


by the freeze of last winter. 
Frozen orange concentrate is 
the question mark in the minds 
of many authorities in both Flor- 
ida and California. Florida led 
the way in the production and 
sale of this product since it was 
only last year that California 
started to produce it in small 
quantities. It is an excellent pro- 
duct, meeting with good consumer 
acceptance. At retail levels pre- 
vailing this season it pays the 


average California grower about | per ton, the. price is tower. This 


his cost of production. 

There is a great ‘deal of mis- 
understanding, much of it foster- 
ed by misinformation, on the sub- 
ject of the comparative prices paid 
for oranges to be used for frozen 
concentrate in California and 
Florida. Actually the price paid 
in California is almost exactly 
the same per can of frozen con- 
centrate recovered as that paid 
in Florida. . 

Concentrate manufactures are 
looking for the maximum pounds 
of solids in each ton of fruit. 
Within certain limits, the more 
pounds of solids the more cans of 
frozen concentrate that can be 
made from it. The price paid for 
oranges in either California or 
Florida is finally based on the 
pounds of solids in the fruit. 

Because of the cold weather in 
California, the solids in the fruit 
are,ylower this year than normal. 
Much of the fruit being delivered 
to processors this season will be 
less than 120 pounds of solids per 
ton as compared with Florida’s 
average of between 135 to 145 
pounds per ton..It is obvious that 
the price per pound of solids on 
California fruit could then be the 
same as that on Florida and yet 
the per ton return to the grower 
would be less. That is exactly the 
case this year. Processors are pay- 
ing the same price per pound of
